London, April 29.—A gallery mob 
broke up the first production of J. 
Hartley Manners’ play, “A Night in 
Rome,” at the Garrick theater to- 
night. The curtain was lowered soon 
after the start of the second act. 

Manager Charles Cochrane came 

efore the curtain and 
would not permit Miss Laurette 
Taylor to proceed in the face/Sof 
such disturbances, and the audience 
dispersed amid a great uproar. 

John W. Davis, the American am- 
bassador, was in the audience. 

Employees of the theater ad- 
vanced the opinion that the trouble 
was organized by enemies of Mr. 
Cochrane, and that it was in no 
sense an anti-American demonstra- 
tion. They said there were a half 
dozen American plays running suc- 
cessfully in London, and there they 
had received nothing but enthusi- 
astic treatment from. the public and 
the newspapers. 

Moreover, it was added, Miss Jay- 
lor, the leading lady in “A Night in 
Rome,” enjoyed pheat popularity 
with English playgoers.

Prices Showing : 


| Marked Tendency 
To Go Skyward| 


Washington, April 29.—Reports 
from federal reserve agents 
throughout the country showed a’ 
marked tendency of prices to re- 
sume their upward movement, the 
federal reserve board reported to« 
night in its summary of business 
conditions for April. But the board 
noted the: hopeful sign, from the 
consumers’ viewpoint, of “anxiety 
concerning the overstrained situa- 
tion resulting from excessively high 
prices and wages,” which it believed 
forecast a slowing down in the sky- 
rocketimg of prices. 

While high prices of necessaries 
were obviously chargeable to inef- 
ficiency and underproduction to a 
large degree, the board advanceg 
the belief that the already high 
costs of production were aggravated 
by the added expense of obtain- 
ing capital The result has been 
that, during April, conditions were 
not as favorable to a drop in prices 
as they were in February and 
March, according to the summary. 

“While the agricultural outlook 
is distinctly less satisfactory, than 
it was a month ago,” the summary 
said, “and while the Mnonth of April 
has been a period of serious labor 
disturbances, especially'in the trans- 
portation field, the activity of busi- 
ness has continued high, demand 
for products strong and with prices 
tending upward rather than down- 
ward. Industries are not, as a whole, 
booked as far aheat, relatively 
speaking, as in the past, although 
in some lines the volume of unfilled 
orders is very large. 

“The export trade holds up in 
an unexpected degree and bank 
credit, although not materially 


larger in volume than at the open- 
ing of April, has had to follow more 
or less the course of demand, 80 
that expansion at various points has 
taken the place of reductions ef- 
fected at others.” 

The board “viewed with some 
alarm” the question of obtaining 
adequate labor for the farms, This 
was considered the most difficult 


| element of the whole labor situation 


and was declared to demand deep- 
est study in order to obviate seri- 
ous results by the producef and 
the consumer. 

Farmers have been unable to ob- 
tain more than half of the labor 
they need, southern districts re-

London, April 29.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—“The gaping wounds 
of Europe are gradually healing, 
and the San Remo conference marks 
a distitict stage. in its convales- 
cence,” said Premier Lloyd-George, 


in closing his speech in the heuse | 


of commons today, detailing the ré- 
sults of what he described as “the 
most remarkable conference in ev- 
ery respect held ‘since the x 
stice.”’ 

The premier’ s statement was ined 
optimistic, setting forth the claim 
that the conference had removed all 
misunderstanding between France 
and England and that the allies were 
in complete agreement not only to 
enforce the treaty, especially the 
disarmament clauses, but against 
any French annexation of German 
territory. 

Germans Broken-Backed. 

“For,” added the premier, “we 
cannot havVe another Alsace-Lor- 
raine.” | A 

Mr. Lloyd-George further indi- 
cated that if Germany. brought def- 
finite proposals to the Spa confer- 
ence concerning the amount of tn- 
damnity she was able and willing 
to pay she would be treated. with 
consideration. 

The premier dealt mainly with 
Germany. He referred to the Ger- 
man government’s difficulty in get- 
ting ite decrees obeyed and empha- 
sized that the Germans were “a 
broken-backed people,” whose ac- 
tions were convulsive.

Replying to Lord Robert Cecil’s 
contention that the league of na- 
tions should speedily supercede the 
supreme council, Mr. Lloyd-George 
argued that the league had not ma- 
terialized sufficiently and for the 
present the whole-fabric of Europe 
rested upon the three great and sol- 
id powers in the west. To transfer 
the responsibility now to anybody 
lacking the necessary force or or- 
ganization would be disastrous for 
the peace of Europe. He spoke as 
a friend of and a believer in the 
league when he said the time was 
not ripe to disperse the supreme 
council 

Looking at all the explosive mate- 
rial in the world he could see no 
hope except in‘a federation of na- 
tions. Incidentally, the premier an- 
nounced that the supreme council's 
reply te the league of nations on 
the question of Arswenia included 
its reply to President Wilson and 
could only be published with the 
president’s consent. 

In the course ofthe general de- 
bate following his statement, r. 
Lloyd-George maintained ‘that any 
attempt to ordain a great Armenian 
kingdom extending from the Medi- 
terranean sea to the Black sea 
would only provoke further disas- 
ter. Such an achievement could 
only be maintained by the might of 
a great power like thé United States. 
The premier said he was confident 
President Wilsen would arbitrate 
the boundaries with <oi firmness 
and judgment.

Savannah, and sold it to Atlanta 
retailers at 20 cents per pound.

Mr. Man- 
get wes one of the principal wit- 
nesses for thé government at the 
grand jury investigation.

Newark, N. J., April 29.—Genera! 
Wood was leading Senator Johnson 
by 1,220 votes in the New Jersey 
presidential preferential primary in 
returns from all but four districts 
tabulated late tonight. “ 
If the general maintains his lead 
to the end he will have pledged to 
him at the republican convention 
in Chicago all members of the “biz 
four” for two members, EdWard 
Stokes and William N, Runyan, are 
Wood advocates, and the other two, 
United States Senators Edge and 
Frelinghuysen, have pledged them- 
selves to support the candidate fa- 
vored by the voters of their state 
in the preferential contest. 
Indications now point to election 
of twelve Wood district delegates 
and nine Johnson, ,pwith three un- 
pledged. If complef, returns, there- 
fore, do not upsef ~he general’s dis- 
trict prospects, and. he should, by 
winning the preferential contest, 
gain the aid of all the “big four” he 
would have sixteen out of the state’s 
twenty-eight delegates, while his 
opponent would have nine and three 
would be unpledged. 
In Morris county, where Johnson & 
managers have announced they will

Now, however, in the words of 
prominenfQlabor leadefs, the reneral 
strike order means a “fight to a 
finish” for the realization of the 
general political aims of French la- 
bor, with tie nationalization of pub- 
lic ytilities, and labor representa- 
tion on all boards and commissions 
dealing with transportation and the 
postal telegraphic services. 

An official statement issued by 
the labor federation this evening 
says: “The railroad men engaged 
in the battle with the purpose of 
gaining;for the people possession of 
the railroads in order to insure the 
exploitation in the interest of all, 
to remedy the present disorganiza- 
tion, decrease the cost of living and 
avoid the famine that menaces the 
country.” 

The railroad men’s federation de- 
clares it has been forced to enter 
into the fight by the failure of the 
authorities to respect the agree- 
ment entered into on March 1 with 
the federation at the time the last 
railroad strike was settled, and by 
the failure of the government and 
railroad companies to bring into the 
transportation system indispensable 
transformations necessitated by the 
heeneral public interest of the coun- 
try.

Washington, April 298.—The ap- 
pointment of Alex C. King, of At- 
lanta, as judge of the fifth federal 
circuit court, today by President 
Wilson was greeted with much fa- 
vorable comment in Washington. 
Mr, King has been solicitor generai 
of the United States for the past 
several years. 

Senator William J. Harris, who 
indorsed Mr. King, said: 

“I am delighted that Mr. King 
has. been appointed. From what 
many lawyers in Georgia and neigh- 
boring states have told me, Mr. King 
is regarded as the ablest lawyer 
in the southeast.” 

Interest in the judgeship appoint- 
ment had subsided recently and with 
the appointment last week of Na- 


| than P,. Bryan, former United States 


senator from Florida, to fill the va- 
cancy caused by the resignation of 
Judge R. L. Batts, of Texas, it was 
thought that Georgia's chances were 
slight. 

When the vacancy was caused by 
the death of Judge Don Pardee, of 
Atlanta, last fall, Senator Harris 
announced that he would indorse 
Judge Enoch H. Callaway, of Au- 
gusta. Then Judge Callaway ask- 
ed Senator Harris to indorse Alex 
King, and the junior senator threw 
his entire support to Mr. King. 


Mr. King is one of the most prom- 
inent attorneys in the city, and is a 
member of the firm of King & 
Spalding. 

Mr. King was born in Charleston, 
S. C., in 1858, but for many years he 
had resided in Atlanta. In 1875 he 
was admitted to the bar, and in 1903 
he was appointeat chairman of the 
state board of bar examiners.

Young Boy Shot 
By Revenue Men 
In Pistol Duel 


McKinney Whitmire, a young 
white boy of Dawson county, is suf- 
fering from a painful bullet wound 
as a result of a pistol battle at mid- 
night Wednesday between federal 


officers and alleged whisky smug- 
glers in the mountains of Dawson 
county. 

The story of the midnight battle 
with the mountaineers was brought 
to Atlanta Thursday by Federal 
Prohibition Agents J. O. Lay, Scott 
Jackson, M. F. Kimsey and O. W. 
Whatley, who have conducted a se- 
ries of raids in the moonshine sec- 


tions during the last few days. 

AS a result of Wednesday’s work, 
three men are under arrest, 145 gal- 
lons of contraband whisky were 
seized, two illicit stills were de- 
stroyed, together with 5,000 gallons 
of beer, and two mules, a wagon and 
an automobile were confiscated. 
The prisoners are Ruf B. Whit- 
mire, father of the injufed boy: W. 
H. Pope and Sherman Fricks. They 
were taken to the Hall county jail 
at Gainesville. 

Young Whitmire was shot by one 
of the federal agents in a skirmish 
in the southern part of Dawson 
county. The officers were traveling 
in an automobile and met a two- 
horse wagon, occupied by Whitmire 
and his father, who was driving. 
One of the officers stepped in front 
of the mules, and after halting them; 
attempted to serve the occupants of 
the wagon with a warrant, when the 
elder Whitmire opened fire at the 
officer.

For ten years this legislation has 
been pending before congress in 
one form or another. si 

For ten long years it has. been 
hanging fire; buffeted about; shut- 
tled back and forth between the 
two branches of congress. 

And during that time the peuple 
have been: compelled to meet and 
endure repeated rises in the price 
of coal and electric current, while 
the water in their streams has been 
tumbifig down out of the moun- 
tains, roaring over cataracts and 
wasting itself in the sea. 

Durimg that time, too, lack of 
railroad transportation facilities 
has hampered commerce and added 
to the constantly rising cost of liv- 
ing commodities—which, of course, 
the people have had to bear— 
while hundreds of millions of tons 
of coal have of necessity been 
hauled, at tremendous cost in loco- 
motive power and freight carrying 
capacity, and distributed for uses 
for which electric current is by 
far better adapted. 


And meanwhile the government 
has been admonishing the people 
to practice thrift! : 


Millions upon millions of capital 
have teen tied up in’ water power 
sites—idle, “loafing on the job,” 
withheld from circulation—simply 
because two schools of water power 
conservation opinion could not get

“ment legislation.

YOUNG MR. BONTON. 
Young Mr. Bonton contracted 


Syphilis, or at least so his doctor 
told him. But, no, Mr. Bonton 
knew the doctor must be wrong. 


Well, after considerable risky de- 
lay Bonton reluctantly accepted the 
doctor’s diaznagis—he had to wher 
eventualities became too convinc- 
; But not the doetor’s treat- 
ment. Oh, no.. Mr. Bonton knew 
that “‘mercury rots the bones.” The 
doctor reasoned, argued, even plead- 
ed, but Mr. Bonton insisted that, 
as he described it, “natural meth- 
ods” would be better for his syph- 
ilis than standard medical treat- 
ment. The “natural methods” were 
“proper bathing” (whatever that 
may be), a diet of fruits, grains, 
nuts, well, anything but meat be- 
cause physicians do not object to 
meat, you know, plenty of fresh 
air, and all that sort of thing— 
fine enough for everybody all the 
time.

City Opposes Effort to 
Lower Standard Here. 
Shortage of Gas-Oil Is 
Blamed. 


Hearing of the petition of the 
Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany, lessee of the Atlanta Gas 
Light company, for permission to 
reduce the standard of gas fur- 
nished consumers in Atlanta from 
575 to 500 B. T. U., was begun by 
the railroad commission yesterday 
and consumed the entire day. The 
hearing will be continued today and 
will be followed by the case of the 


Savannah Gas company which seeks 
to reduce the standard of gas, in 
Savannah. - 


Inability to get gas oi! is alleged 
as the reason for making the reduc- 
tion in botn cases. The power com- 
pany was represented by Preston A. 
Arkwright,, president; Henry M. 
Atkinson, chairman of the board, 
and C. W. Brine. The city, which 
is opposing the petition, was rep- 
resented by City Attorney James 


L. Mayson, Mayor James L. Key 
and City Engineer Cecil Poole, 


Shortage is Blamed. 


At the afternoon session Mr. 
Mayson read reports that he had 
received from a number of cities 
showing that they all required a 
standard of heating for gas above 
500 B. T. U. In some cases 600 
units and in others even 800 were 
required. Mr. Arkwright suggested 
that in all the cities in which such 
high requirements as these were 
made either coal gas or natural gas 
was used. / 

Mr. Atkinson said the shortage of 
gas oil was responsibl for the 
problem of production and that the 
petition of the gas company offered 
only a temporary solution. To this 
Mr. Mayson replied that the corn- 
pany had contracts for gas oil saf- 
ficient for a year’s requirements 
and that by that time its plants 
could be converted for the produc- 
tion of coal gas instead of-water 
gas which is now their main ds- 
pendence. 

Autos or Fuel? 

Mr. Arkwright charged the own- 
ers of automobiles with respon- 
sibility for the shortage. He de- 
cl&red that the people would have 
to make up their minds whether 
they would have less joy-riding or 
less and poorer gas. He said that 
the present gas plants were effi- 
cient and that new mains were be- 
ing laid into parts of the city which 
had complained of poor gas 'pres- 
sure, He said that the .company 
was now paying 131-2 cents for 
gas oil, twice as much as it paida 
few years ago. 

He said that the company was 
preparing for an increase,of 20 per 
cent in its production of coal gas, 
which was independent of the: eas 
oil supply. Canada’s gas’ standard, 
he said, was below 500, England’s 
450, and Massachusetts was strug- 
gling to keep her,gas up to 528. 

The city introduced a number of 
witnesses to show the poor quality 
of gas now being furnished and the 
injury inflicted upoh their busi- 
ness thareby. B. A. Collins, of the 
Federal Bakeries company, declared 
that he had recently had two 
batches of bread spoiled by failure 
of the gas pressure in his ranges; 
and Mrs. A. L. Pappan; of the Daf- 
fodil restaurant, said that she had 
recently lost customers owing to 
the deterioration of her baking dus 
‘to the poor quality of gas. 

Plant Cost Cited. 

W. B. Congdon, superintendent. o* 
the gas company, declared that it 
would take about $3,000,000 to butid 
a coal gas plant equal to the de- 
mands of the city, and other officers 
of the company declared that the 
funds were not available ‘to build 
such a plant. 

Cecil Poole, city engineer, de- 
clared to reporters that it was his 
intention to recommend a reduction 
to not Jess than 540 B. T..U., as he 
believed that any lower standard 
than that wouid be practically. use- 
less to the consumers with the pres- 
ent lighting and cooking equip- 
ment in the city. 

The Georgia Railway and Power 
company Thursday filed a petition 
with the railroad commission ask- 
ing for permission to increase rates 
charged on the Marietta street car 
line. It was sought to increase the 
rate to Marietta from 35 to 54 cents 
and to establish a zone system for 
intervening points.

Re ntatives of 
the refiners said they would ar- 
range a “clearing house” to obtaiu 
accurate information as to distri- 
bution of all sugar stocks, in order 
that excessive purchases by favored 
buyers might be checked. 

The department, however, does 
not expect the present sugar short- 
twe to be eased materially before 
July when the 1920 beet sugar crop 
will come on the market.
